NATIONAL FEDERATION 
OF FISHERMEN. 





An important conference of delegates 
representing the various existing Branches 
of the National Federation of Fishermen 
has been sitting for the last week. It 
assembled at Grimsby on July 16, and met 
again at the same place July 17, 18, and 19. 
On July 21 it re-assembled at St. Andrew’s 
Hall, Hull, and met again there on July 22, 
23, and 24. Grimsby was represented by 
the following delegates :—Messrs. Frayne, 
Thos. Halton, W. Lyne, J. Moncar, Sydney 
Mellish, Hy. Morris, Jos. Leeming, and 
W. Butterworth. Hull was represented by 
Messrs. T. C. Taylor, Reuben Manton, 
Geo. Goodinson, Jas. Cullen, and Frank 
Thompson. Lowestoft was represented 
by Mr. N. Bagshaw, and South Shields 
and Leith by Messrs. Thos. Gibbs and 
C. H. Cook. The Conference was held 
for the purpose of drawing up a code of 
rules for the Federation, and such im- 
portant work necessarily required much 
time and attention. ‘The rules of the 
National Amalgamated Sailors’ and Fire- 
men’s Union of Great Britain and Ireland 
were taken as a model, and adopted as 
far as possible, subject to such altera- 
tions as seemed to meet the peculiar 
needs of the fishermen, and we expect 
shortly to be able to state what the 
adopted rules sre. On Monday evening 
the delegates had a meeting with the 
proprietur aud editor of Szararixe, who 
undertook to ventilate the grievances of the 
fishermen in his paper; the delegates 
undertaking to recommend Seararina to 
the fishermen, and to push its sale and 
purchase a certain number of copies of the 
paper. Serararine will, therefore, in future 
ve on sale at the various branches of the 
National Federation of Fishermen, and the 
paper will be supplied to the fishing fleets 
regularly every week. It may be well to 
add that the more fishermen who buy Sza- 
Farina the more expense we can go to in 
supporting their Union and their cause, 
and that all fishermen unable to procure 
the paper should write direct to the Pub- 
lisher of Szarartne, 150, Minories, London, 
E. Fishermen desiring to have reports or 
complaints published should communicate 
with the Editor of Szararina, 150, Minories, 
London, E. We may also add that if the 
fishermen purchase a sufficiently large 
number of copies of SzararinG we hope to 
be able to carry out an arrangement by 
which their lives and clothes will be insured 
free of all further cost, except a penuy for 
the paper, by a sound Insurance Company.

DEPUTATION TO GOVERNMENT. 


MINISTERIAL PROMISES. 


On Thursday, July 24, a deputation was received 
in his private room at the House of Commons, by 
the Right Hon. W. H. Smith, M.P., First Lord of 
the Treasury, on the subject of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts (No. 2) Amendment Bill, 1890, 
The.e were present, on behalf of the seamen, 
Mr. Plimsoll, president of the sailors’ and Fire- 
men’s Union, Mr. J. H. Wilson, gener] secretary, 
Mr. Cowie, editor of SEAFAKING, and Mes-rs. 
Garvie and Fowler, Executive Councillors, Mr. 
Pirrett, secretary Tidal Basin Branch; Mr. Wiid- 
goose, secretary Tower Hill Brauch; Mr. Mercer, 
secretary Green’s Home bBranci; Mr. Wall, 
secretary Gray's Branch; and Mr. McCrae; 
also the following members of Parliament :—Mr. 
Bryce, Dr. Hunter, Mr. Paulton, Mr. Gray, Mr. 
Howard Vincent, Sir CU. Dalrymple, Mr. Grotrian, 
Mr. Summers, Mr. Vickard, Sir D. Currie, Admiral 
Field, Mr. Cuninghame Graham, Mr. Howell, Mr, 
Caldwell, Sir H. Havelock Allan, Mr. C. Graham, 
Mr. Mattinson, Mr. Storey, Mr. H. 8. King, Mr.

Mr. Samuel Plimsoll said: Sir,—The fact that 
this Bill is backed by eight of the members of the 
House who are specially representatives of the 
working classes, more than justifies the signal 
favour you have granted usic receiving this deputa- 
tion at this period of the Session, and speaking for 
myself and as far as I can for the working classes 
generally, I tender you our earnest thanks for this 
great favour. The Bill consists of three clauses. The 
first prohib ts entirely the crrying of deck cargoes 
in winter across the Atlentic. ‘This is nota new 
proposal. No less than four Acts of Parliament 
were passed during the years 1839 to 1843, pro- 
hibiting the carrying of deck cargoes on the 
Atlantic in winter. They were pass~d from year 
to year, in order to test the resu.ts and tu make 
sure thxt legislation did not unduly hamper trade. 
Three years after the first passing of this pro- 
hibit'on, an inquiry was made as to its operation 
during those thiee years,andalsointo the three years 
immediate'y preceding the passing of the fir-t Act 
in 1839. The result was tht the second Committee 
reported “ Tht the annual loss of life in timo r- 
laden ships during the three years preceding the 
passing of the first of those Acts was 306, and that 
the loss of life during the three years which hid 
elapsed since prohibition wa~ aiopted wes ouly 106.” 
Evidence could scarcly be stronger at once of the 
need and of the utility of this legislation. Matters 
remained in this condition until 1862, when Mr. 
Milner Gibson and Mr. Hutt repealed all this legis- 
1.tion without the knowledge or consent of Pariia- 
ment. That was done by the insertion of numerals 
only in the repealing schedu'e of the Act of 186?. 
In 1874 a third Committee was appointed at the 
instance of the Board of Trade to inquire again 
into the subject. They examined every voyage 
made by a timber-laden ship during the ten years 
which had elapsed since the prohibition was 
removed, and ulso of the ten years imm-diately 
p eceding the Act of 186%, when prohibition was in 
operation; aad they repoited as follows:— We 
find that the deck-loading period was marked by a 
loss of life nearly four times a3 great as the ten 
years during which no deck loads were prohibited.” 
Thus we have ample proof of the neces-ity and 
advantage of protection. No legislation, however, 
was based upon this report, but in 1876 (May 22) [ 
succeeded, in a Hou-e of nearly 400 members, ia 
inserting a clause in the Merchant Shipping act of 
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that year which revived prohibition. The Bill so 
amended was sent to the Lords. In Hansard 
(voi. 230, pace 1131) occur the words “ Clause 21 
—Penalty for carrying deck loads of timber in 
winter—struck out.” Now, s‘r, Ido not dout-t that the 
House of Lords tad a consti utional right to elimi- 
pate this clause, but what I d» affirm most strongly 
is that they had no right to conceal the fact that 
they had done so from the House of Commons. But 
this was done, and in this way: The Bill so 
mut lated was kept in the Lords until August 14, and 
was then sent down to the House of Commons the 
day refore the proregation,w hen it was much too late 
tor me to protest, still less‘to attempt any reversal 
of their decision. A feeble compromise was, how- 
ever, inserted, allowing deck-!oading to a height of 
three feet. ‘Lhese three feet became many feet in 
practice, and in point of fact the result was that the 
loss of life, instead of being reduced ¢o one-feurth, 
as it would have been had the clause remained as it 
was sent from the Commons, it-was only reduced by 
ove-tourth. We ask that this clause, secretiy 
removed from the Statute Book, shall be restored. 
Tne second_clause refers to watertight. bulkheads. 
‘The history of i+ gislation on this point is exactly 
that of Cec <s-loading, ex: ept thar. it commenced in 
1846 instea lof 1839. Water-tight bulkheads wereen- 
acted, operated beneficially, and were to be removed 
also by a numeral inseited in the Customs Clauses 
Consolidation Act of 1°62. Iam awarethat-a Depart- 
mental Committee is inquiring into this subject, 
. and lam glad of it. This clause, however, does 
nut supersede, but simply enabies it, by conferring 
on the Boord of Trate the power to make the 
recouunendation- of the Committee when it reports 
into regulations without further legislation, so far 
as the Board of Trade may ‘approve of the re- 
commendations. I think the reasons for this are 
as cogent as those in support of the first. clause. 
Clause 3 prohibits the importation of live cattle 
for food from ports situated tothe west of 12 
degrees of west. 1] ngitude.. I willnot trouble you 
with the reasons in support. of this,’as I have been 
at great pains to state themin a smail pamphlet 
which. has been issued to every. memb:r of the 
Uouse. I will, however, give a sei. tence or two to 
a cousidera'ion of the reasons or arguments which 
are used against this change. Mr. Wilson, the 
member for Hull, who is largely engaged in the 
trade, has wiitten a letter to a Hu!l newspaper, 
giviog his reasons for not supporting this clause. 
We may »ssume that he hes said all that can be 
said against jt, and this is his letter: —“ I am sorry 
I could not support Clause 3 of the Bill, prohibiting 
tha impo: tation of live cattle from any port west of 
the 12th p:ra'lel of west longitude. You see the 
title oi the bil is incorrect; it is not to restrict 
deck-loaung of cattle. I have talked the matter 
ever with s\me of the members whose names are 
on the Bill, and I shall be glada‘‘to give you my 
views personally.—You:s. truly,. C. H. Wilson.” 
No single statement. in my b ok is contradicted. 
Ailth.t he says against us amounts to this:—“ We 
admit the facts; they wre very sad; but I anda 
few slanghtermen benefit by this state of things, 
therefore do not disturb it.” This argument is 
really grotesque in its unreason and inadequacy, 
[t is alleged that it would make met dearer to 
the working classes. This I entirely deny.. The 
merchants in the trade must be presumed to know 
where theic profits came from. They bring cattle 
over alive in order to obtain a higher price per Ib. 
for it than if it were imported as dead meat. How 
it s possible thst 1 gisl.tion which would prevent 
taem gett ng this higher price Gan make meat 
dearer to those who buy it of them, it is not easy to 
see. It is a!so stated that the non-importatioa of the 
offal--heads, tripe, etc.—would Geprive the poor of 
wholesome ani cheap food. The answer is that 
there is nothing to prevent the importation of the 
heads and cffal in a cold chamber on board ship, 
as the beef itself is imported. It would be posi- 
tively improve by being kept for a. week or ten 
days at a temperature of* 32 degrees, which 
would entirety preserve it without injury. 1 
Lave now answeied the . objectious so far as I 
have heard them. My little book was published 
about ten days ago, since which time the following

Worship said it afforded him very 
great pleasure to introduce to the company 
Dr. St. Clair, who had come to make that 
day’s presentation on behalf of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and not only was 
he pleased because of the interesting and 
peculiar occasiun;--but also because the 
presence of Dr. St. Clair and Mr. Delile 
might, in some sense, be regarded as 
another sign of the friendly relations of the 
two great nations represented there that 
day. (Applause.) 

Dr. St. Clair, who was heartily received, 
said he had come to Bristol with several 
objects in view, and the most pleasing of 
his duties he had to perform that afternoon, 
in presenting io a British citizen, on behalf 
of the President of the United States, a 
gold watch and cha‘n for bravery at rea. 
(App'ause.) He was a brave man who per- 


. formed a dangerous duty when ordered to 


do it, but he was a braver man who 
volunteered to do such a duty. (Hear, hear.) 
That was the case with Mr. Jarman, of 
Bristol. The commander of the British 
steamship Gleadowe siguted a wreck and 
stood by her. The sea being very rough at 
the time, the captain did not order anybedy 
to go out to the rescue, but he intimated 
that a boat was ready for any volunteers, 
and the first to volunteer was their fellow- 
citizen, Mr. Jarman. (Applause. The 
boat was taken out, and the wrecked crew 
were safely transferred to the British 
steamship, their own ship sinkiog. The 
President of tne United States, the chief 
magistrate of seventy millions of people, 
decided to make a special recognition of 
that heroic act, and directed that that pre- 
sentation should be made by the chief of 
the consular service. He then presented 
the gold watch and chain to Mr. Jarman, 
who was loudly applauded on stepping 
forward to receive tue gift. The watch 
was inscribed, “ Presented by the President 
of the United States to Charles Jarman, 
boatswain of the British ship G@leadowe, 
for heroic conduct in rescuing the crew of the 
American schooner, 7. <A. Lambert, 
November 27th, 1888.” Dr. St. Clair added 
that Americans recognised bravery wherever 
it was seen, and he hoped British seamen 
would realise that when any kindness was 
shown to American seamen it would not go 
unrewarded. (Applause.) 

Mr. Charles Jarman, who was londly 
cheered, said he could not find words 
sufficient to express bis thanks to the 
President of the United States and Dr. St. 
Clair; in fact, he felt more nervous at that 
moment than when duty called him to 
render assistance to brother seamen in 
distress. He could only say that he wished 
through Dr. St. Clair to tender his best 
thanks to the President of the United 
States, and he trusted he should never be 





lacking in courage in the hour of danger to | good feeling by those he saw around him. 


render that help to his brothers and sisters 
which love and humanity demanded from 
themall. (Applause.) He hoped that his 
“cousin countrymen,” his own, and all other 
nationalities would ever be realy to assist 
in the time of peril as they would all like 
to be assisted themselves. (Applause.) He 
trusted the present from the United States 
would stimulate his fellow-countrymen to 
many deeds of daring. (Applause.) 

Mr. Delille, proposing a vote of thanks 
to the Mayor, complimented Mr. Jarman, 
and said the kinship of the two great 
nations was never better shown than in such 
deeds of daring. (Applause.) 

Dr. St. Clair seconded the vote of thanks 
which was briefly acknowledged by his 
Worship, and the proceedings terminated. 

The Executive Council of the Seamen’s 
and Firemen’s Union have awarded £5 to 
Mr. Jarman, and the local Branch have 
resolved to give hima gold medal. These 
gifts were presented to him on Monday even- 
ing, when Capt. Cawley, R.N R., who has just 
been elected president of the Bristol Branch, 
made a very able speech (much of which 
we are compelled to hold over), saying :— 
My first act as president of your Bristol 
Branch of the Union is a very pleasing one, 
and one that I am proud to have the honour 
of performing. it is to present to Mr. 
Charles Jarman (one of its officers) the 
gold medal of the Union from the Bristol 
Branch, and from the Executive of the 
Union, the sum of £5 asa token of their 
appreciation of his skilful seamanship, 
whereby he has been the means under 
God's providence of rescuing a ship's crew 
from certain destruction. The gold medal 
of the Union, it was thought, would be a 
suitable appendage to attach to the massive 
gold watch and chain presented on Friday 
last to him by the command of the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America. It 
has engraved upon it these words—‘ For 
services rendered the Union.” At first 
sight this would seem to be out of place, 
and an incongruous inscription. But it is 
not so; no greater or higher act could be 
performed in the interests of the Union; 
for it hurls back the base insinuations 
of those who say that “Fritish seamen 
are deteriorating, that they lack pluc‘, 
and are unlike those of the oiden days.” 
If the rulers of seventy millions of people 
can afford to recognise in Jarman’s 
act of daring and pluck, skilful seaman- 
ship, the hundred and five thousand 
British seamen of the Union can to-night 
join them in doing honour to one of their 
number, who has shown to the world a 
sample of the abilities of its members. On 
their behalf, Mr. Jarman, I present vou 
with the gold medal of their Union. You 
have performed a noble act—performed it 
ship-shape, and in Bristol fashion—Bristol 
seamen are proud to call youtheir townsman. 
Might all the blessings of the rescued, and 
all the good wishes and prayers of their 
kinsmen and kinswomen, their wives and 
their children, follow him throughout the 
stormy voyage of this life, and at the end 
might he be rescued in turn by the Great 
Captain of our salvation. 

Bro. Jarman (Branch delegate) was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm on returning thanks. 
He said he felt somewhat nervous in receiv- 
ing so much kindness from all hands. But 
he must heartily thank the Executive 
Council for their handsome gift, and also 
the members of the Bristol Branch. (Ap- 
plause.) It was not only for the presents 
but for the sympathy, appreciation, and 








And while thanking his own brother sea- 
men, he would again publicly thank the 
noble President of the United States and 
his officer, Dr. St. Clair, for the handsome 
present made. (Applause.) 

Messrs. J. Fox, J Gregory, and the 
secretary having addressed the meeting, a 
vote of thanks was passed to the: president 
and visitors by acclamation, cheering three 
times three for President and Dr. St. Clair, 
J. H. Wilson (general secretary), and the 
Executive Council, The remuining portion 
of the evening was devoted tu vocal aud in- 
strumental music, Mr. and Mrs. Dancey, 
and Messrs. Forse, Jarman, and many 
others taking part. 





MARRIED SAILORS, 


By A COMMANDER OF THE ROYAL NAVY. 





VIIL. 


Amongst our most pleasant, cheerful, and 
bright memories are fine Suaday afternoons 
on board large ships lying in English 
harbours, when the wives and families of 
the crews, dressed in the'r Sunday best, 
came on board to spend a few hours with 
their husbands and fathers. 

They were good-looking, well-mann: red, 
modest women, who would have graced any 
drawing-room, with nicely-dressed engagiuy 
children, such as any parents might be 
proud of. Similar pleasant sights may ba 
seen any Sunday in the Missions to Seamen 
churches. . 

These plucky and thrifty sailors’ wives 
deserve all sympathy and favour. For, in 
the prolonged absences of their husbands 
and natural protectors, they have to face 
anaided more difficulties than most women. 
It almost exclusively falls alone upon the 
wives of foreign-going men, without the 
presence of their husbands, to brine up 
the children in the fear and love of God. 
They almost alone have to teach the children 
the truth of God, to train them up in habits 
of prayer aud devotion, and to set them 
such daily examples of high principle and 
truth as may be to them throughout life a 
living standard of Christian conduct, purity, 
and affection. 

In many other callings, the wives and 
families of workmen frequently benetit 
from the social kindnesses of their em- 
ployers and their families; who sometimes 
provide schools, churches, and clubs, etc., 
besides little domestic comf. rts and helps in 
times of sickness for what are regarded ‘as 
their own people. But merchant sailors 
are so constantly changing their ships and 
employers, it is very difficult for the ship- 
owner to have any personal knowledge of 
his crews, much less of their families ‘The 
cases are very rare in which the brave 
woman, married to a seagoing man, has in 
her semi-widowhood with its many anxietie~ 
ani s.ruggles, personal sympathy or kind- 
ness from her husband’s ewployer or his 
family. Perhaps in’limited liability com- 
panies this is impossible. 

Then, the foreign going sailor, the deep- 
water man, is usually employed owly about 
nine months in the year, so that his hous - 
hold may be out of bread for three montbs 
in every year, if the wife cannot bring in 
something. 

Moreover, there ‘is no certainty that the 
foreign-going sailor’s wife will always receive 
her husband's half-pay. It is at the will 


_and pleasure of the. employer, and not as a 
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right over which the breadwinner should 
have the sole control, that his family can 
during his absence on a voyage receive avy 
portion of his earnings. Indeed, the great 
majority of merchant seamen are not 
allowed monthly allotment notes at all. 
Whereas in the Royal Navy all have a right 
to their own money monthly; and one half 
the force employed abroad allot out of 
their small annual wages more than £20 
apiece; whilst a nearly equal number of 
men-of-war's men have £11 apiece in the 
Naval Savings’ Bank. 

A sailor’s wife and family at Bristol 
were recently kept out of the absent 
husband’s earnings for six months, till he 
had £19 due from his employer. At the 
end of the foreign-going voyage, the owners 
were in a state of bankruptcy, and this 
poor family had to wait eighteen months 
more before they could get the six months’ 
wages. 

What a terrible temptation the penniless 
and lonely wife is thus exposed to, living 
often amongst low neighbours, and exposed 
to the wily seductions of unmanly serpents, 
as a sailor once called these sneaking vipers 
who offer the poor woman, in her poverty 
and weakness and defencelessness, the 
means of feeding her children and herself 
by the wages of sin which is death to the 
soul. 
‘“* Behold!” says the Scriptures, “the 
hire of the labourers . . . which is 
kept back by fraud, crieth; and the cries 
of them which have ‘ laboured’ are entered 
into the ears of the Lord of Sabaoth.” 

This system of withholding their wages 
from seamen is a remnant of the dark days 
when sailors were fallen men whom no 
religious woman would marry, and who had 
eonrequently to marry fallen women as 
eorrupt as themselves. We have ourselves 
heard a sh*pping official dare publicly to 
wpeak of us sailors as having wives in every 
port, as if we were “natural brute beasts 
made to be taken and destroyed,” us though 
we had no souls, no honour, no real man- 
hood, uo God-like image, mere dogs aud 
swine. This was said at a meeting of the 
late Social Science Association in London ; 
but there were sailors present, righteously 
indignant to rebuke such insolence, and to 
claim for their comrades the brotherhood of 
Christ, who was “holy. harmless, and un- 
detiled,” the son-ship of the God of purity, 
the heirship of heaven, and equality in the 
sight of angels with any landsmen who ever 
breathed. 





THE WATERMEN AND LIGHTERMEN.—A demon- 
str.tion of watermen and lightermen was held at 
Northfleet on satu diy evening in recognition of 
the vervives of Mr. Bizley Wuite, M.P. for Graves- 
end, on the H use of Commons Commitice 
appointed to cousider, and which uliimateiy re 
jected, the Thawes Watermen and Lightermen Bill.

‘The Poplar and 
Greenwich Lr.uches weie a!so represented. At 
the Factory Hl, Northneet, a building capable of 
4c -‘ommoostiug a thovsand people, which proved 
tolw] y inadequat~- for the occasion, an enthusiastic 
meeling was neld. Mr, Lodge, secretary of the 
No tifleet Branch, read an adress to Mr. Bazley 
White, which was presented amidst cheeiiog, 
The address contradicted the rumour that Mr. 
bazley White had opposed instead of supporting 
the interests of the watermen and lightermen, 
whilst sitting on the Committee. Mr. Wigington, 
secretary of the society, Mr. Fairbairn. president, 
and Mr. James Owen, representing the Rotherhithe 
and Rermondsey Branches, also bore testimony to 
the ecxrvices of the recipient, 





THE DANISH STRIKE, 


PROPOSED GENERAL STRIKE ON 
THE NORTH-EAST COAST. 


Mr. J. H. Wilson (general secretary of the 
National Seam°n’s Union) visited the South Docks, 
Sunderland, la-t Tuesday, for the purpose of 
advising the trimmers and dock labourers to abstain 
from despatching Danish steamers. 

Mr. Wilsoo, who was accompanied by Mr. Bache, 
Danish seamen’s agent, addressed two meetings of 
trimmers and other workmen connected with the 
shipping at the dock, explainiog the nature of the 
Vanish dispute, and asking the men to delay vessels 
until the crews employed on board received a 
guarantee that they would obtain the same pay as 
English seamen. As a result the men decided to do 
this. Kesvlutions were passed by which the 
trimmers, teemers, and dock labourers pledged 
themselves to refuse to load or discharge any Danish 
vessel urtil the dispute was settled. 

Afterwards a meeting of sailors, dock labourers, 
etc , took place in the long hall attached to the old 
head-quarters of the Sailors’ Union in High-street, 
for the purpose of discussing the question, An 
official of the Union presided, and there were 
present Mr. J. H. Wilson, Mr. Lonsdale, the 
Sunderland Branch secretary of the Union, Mr. 
Bache, and a large number of sailors, among 
whom were several seamen belonging to Danish 
vessels, : 

The chairman having opened the meeting, called 
upon Mr. Wilson to speak upon the question. 

Mr. J. H. Wilson, who was well received, said 
they were gathered together that night to consijer 
aserious question which affected the interests of 
not only the workmen of England, but of the 
workmen of another country struggliog against 
their employers. He referred to the Danish 
seamen’s dispute, which had now been going on 
for some nine weeks. These poor Danes, who wee 
receiving the magnificent sum of £2 5s. per 
month, were contending in their own quiet 
way for an increase in their pay. ‘heir 
justification for such a course would be ap- 
parent when he said that they were doing the same 
amount of work for which English seamen and 
firemen were receiving £+ 15s.; and he thought 
that when English seamen knew what this dif- 
terence in the wages meant, they would not only 
agree with the Danesin their action, but also be 
willing to support them. ‘Ihe difference in the 
wages meant that Evgiish shipownerr were handi- 
capped in running their steamers, and at the 
present time, when steamers were already begin- 
niog to lay up, the cheap running of foreign 
steamers would accelerate the paying off of the 
crews of British seamen. As to meeting the difii- 
culty by reducing the wages of English seamen, 
that was impossible, as the wages paid to British 
seimen were as low as ever the Umon could allow, 
and as little in comparison for the amount of work 
done as ever workmen would desire tu receive. So, 
instead of a reauctiou of wages and the paying off of 
men, they intended kil:ing two birds with one stone 
by assisting the Danish seamen—whose organi-ation 
Was a comparatively w. ak one—and assisting theam- 
selves; whie he might go further and say assistic g 
the Exvglish shipowners also. The Danish sailors 
were not strong enough to fight their employers, 
but he was glad to say that their organisation was 
not on y able to bring the Enylish shipowcers to 
their reason »ble senses, but also to prevent foreign 
masters from extracting unreasonable profit from 
their feliow creatures. And how was this goi: g to 
ve done? In the first place, by requesting dock 
labourers and trimmers to refuse 10 uischarge or 
luad all Danish steamers on the North-eist coast 
until the Danish seamen are paid at the same rate 
of wages as Englishmen. Supposing, however, 
that biacklegs were employed to cispatch the 
vessels, they still had auother line of defence in 
calling out the whole of the English firemen and 
sailors in port in the North-east district. With 
such acourse taking piace he was disposed to think 
the English owners and dock directors would 
hardly tolerate the suspension of trade for 
the venefit of a few Danes, and that the 
settlement of the dispute wuld not Le very 
far distant. He proposed to intimate to the 
shipowners of the North-east coust that the sailors 
would be cailed out of their ships if they aid not 
exert themselves in preventing the loading and 
discharging of Danish vessels while the dispute 
remained unsettled. He also proposed to ask the 
Sunderland Shipowners’ Society to meet a deputa- 
tion, on Saturday, from the National Union asking 
them to bring pressure to bear upon the dock com- 
panies in the district, in order that the Danish 
vessels might be delayed until the Danish seamen 





had improved their lot and also the condition of 
their English brethren, If the shipowners were 
wise, they would coasent to the proposition. They 
were continually harpiog upon foreign competition, 
and telling them that they could hardly pay their 
way on account of the low wages paid on foreign 
steamers, But the present was a grand opportu- 
nity for them to abolish a system which not only 
did injury to the poor and helpless seamen, but 
also to their trade, If the shipowners and dock 
companies did not join in with them, they need not 
be at all surprised if very soon the whole of the work- 
men engaged in the shipping trade on the North- 
east Coast ceased work. (Loud applause.) He 
thought it only right that the employers in the 
district should have notice of their intentior, in 
order that they might suffer no inconvenicnce, 
(App'au-e.) In conclusion, Mr. Wilson said that 
Danish seamen were solely depending upon the help 
of their English brethren, and he thought they as 
Englishmen would feel all the better for having 
done what they could for a set of poor foreigners, 
who were struggling against their employers, (Loud 
applause.) 

Mr. Bache, a representative of the Danish sea- 
men, then addressed the meeting in English, and a 
motion, which embodicd the propositions contained 
in Mr. Wilson’s address, was then unanimously 
passed, and the meeting terminated. 





The usual weekly meeting of Grimsby Branch of 
the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union was postponed on 
account of the strike of dockers on Monday, July 
21, against discharging the Danish boats in the 
dock, the secretary being engaged in assisting them, 

A largely attended meeting «f the members 
of the Grimsby Branch of the Dockers’ and Sailors’ 
and Firemen’s Union was held last Monday night 
at Grimsby, Councillor C. Chapman presiding. 

Mr. Young, who was heartily received, said that 
as this strike had originated among the class of 
men he represented, he consicered it his duty to 
explain to them the real origin of the strike. The sez- 
me and firemen of Copenhagen were out on strikeifor 
an aivance of wages. They at Grimsby had had an 
application from the strikers some weeks ago to 
support them, and they had sent them their hearty 
sympathy and financial support as wel!. The 
miserable pittance for which they were out on 
strike an Englishman would scorn. At present 
they receivel 50 kroners per month, which 
amounted in English money to £2 14s., which was not 
much, and they were only asking for 60 kroners, 
which was £3 7s. 6d. per month, and which was 
not a great deal -vhen they did get it. The whole 
and sole cause of the strike was that the ship- 
owners of Denmark had not conceded the demands 
of the men, and had managed to get the vessels 
away with “blacklegs.” The men of New- 
castle, beiog aware of this, absolutely refused 
to handle an ounce of cargo on _ these vessels, 
The consequence was that the boats had to come 
to Grimsby, and he hoped that the people of 
Grimsby would hep the men. One boat had 
been delivered, but through a misunderstanding. 
The steamers were sent direct from Copenhagen, 
and were all tarred with the same brush. He 
hoped that in the interval between now and 
next Sunday the shipowners of Copenhagen would 
take their Union’s advice, and give the men the 
wages they required, so that the vessels would be 
discharged when they arrived in Grimsby. This 
they would have to do if they wished to keep the 
trade at Grimsby, as he had told the owners. 
That afternoon he called upon Mr, Green to ex- 
plain to him and ask what was the origin of the 
strike. Mr, Green told him that everything was 
right in Newcastle, where they could get plenty of 
men. It was simp'y a new trade which they were 
trying to raise ia Grimsby, aod which the men 
were driving away. (Laughter.) He (Mr. ) oung) 
replied that there must have been something 
unsound and something radically wrong when +0 
many vessels came for unloading. Hehai received 
the following telegram from Newcastle :—‘ Don’t 
believe the manager's statement—(applause and 
laughter)—for if the dock labvurers stand true, I 
will never forget their action, and will help them 
whenever they require it, Have wired to the ship- 
owners at Copenhagen stating that if they would 
submit to arbitration, the beats would be dis- 
charged. Something serious has happened.” He 
concluded .y moving the following resolution :— 
“That this meeting of dock labourers of Grimsby 
pledges itself not to touch or handle any of the 
cargo out of the Danish vessels now lying in the 
docks until amicable arrangements suitable to all 
parties is come to by our official representatives.” 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Clifford, in moving the resolution, said there 
had unfortunately prevailed in Grimsby for some 
time that cut-throat feeling between working men 
which they had hoped was stamped out in England, 
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This caused bickering and petty jealousy, which 
was a disgrace to them as men, and a stigma as 
Unionists. This was a time for concerted action, 
and no petty jealousy should exist between anyone 
—whatever they might call themselves —provided 
they were Trades Unionists. It was nobler to 
fight for principle than an increase of wages. He 
had authoritative instructions from their Executive 
that they were not to touch a particle of cargo 
from those Danish steamers. (Applause.) He (the 
speaker) had telegraphed to Ben Tillett, and 
received the followinz telegram :—* Tell our men 
not to touch the cargo in the Danish steamers.” 
(/pp'ause.) If they had the spirit of their next 
dcor neighbours in Hull it would not be necessary 
for him to tell th-m more than that, because they 
felt sure they would obey the order implicitly. 
(Applause.) The people of Grimsby had hitherto 
been asleep, and there had been a laxity of pur- 
pose amongst them, which, he thought, was a 
standing disgrace to them as men, but he hoped 
and trusted that this would be the dawning of a 
better day. With organisation they would cast 
aside that jealousy, and when that was swept away 
they would stand shoulder to shoulder, and man to 
m-n, against the common enemy. (Loud applause.) 
He was persuaded that their best interests would 
be served by not attempting to discharge any 
more of the Danish vessels until they had had an 
interview with the managers to-morrow (Tuesday). 
There was a time coming when the foreign com- 
petition would be done away with, and the working 
men will say to their English brethren, “ We are 
trying to get up to your standard; will you help 
us?” As for the “ blacklegs,” they had thrown 
away their victories in the past, and would do so in 
the future if they did not crush them out. He 
urged upon the men not to go near those two ships 
on the morrow until they heard from their leaders 
what was their line of action. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman closed the 
meeting. 

On Tuesday morning a conference which had 
been arranged for was abandoned, the necessity for 
it having ceased to exist, the boats having re- 
ceived order: to proceed elsewhere as they could 
not be handled in Grimsby. It is hoped they will 
meet with as warm a reception where they are 
bound to as they had in Grimsby. All honour to 
the men of Grimsby who will never be forgotten 
for this splendid moral victory, which is all the 
more-remarkable, as they were only fighting for a 
principle (but a vital one) against self interest. 
Our Dan sh brethren may be congratulated on 
having such staunch adherents in England who are 
willing to sacrifice so much in order to obtain their 
just rights. This is true Trades Unionism, and 
such as we hope to see propagated throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. Tremendous 
pressure is now being brought to bcar upon tlie 
Danish shipowners, which if continued, cannot but 
result in one thing, and that is a victory fur our 
brethren across the sea. 

Another correspondent writes:—In consequence 
of the joint action of the Dockers’ Uniou and 
Seamen’ s and Firemen’s Union, the Danish 
steamers left on ‘'uesday morning, presumably 
for Harwich. The above is regarded as satis- 
factory both by the officials and men. It is 
expected that a large increase of mem-bership 
wil result in consequence of this victory. ‘The 
men express unbouncted satisfaction atthe prompt 
action of their officials and it ssatisfactory 
result. Further complications have thus been 
averted. The two Copenhagen steamers referred 
to above left Grimsby by Tuesday forenoon tide 
without discharging their cargoes. It is said that 
their destination is Bar-ton, near Harwich. 

A number of members of the National Labour- 
ers’ Union have refused to unload Danish ships 
manned by non-Unionists on arnving at Newcastle 
unless the demands of the sailors and firemen on 
strike at Copenhagen are recognised. ‘I'wo vessels 
are therefore being unloaded by their own crews. 

As a result} of the Danish sailors’ strize 
Mr.Tom Mann, secretary to the Dockers’ Union, 
says they will block all Danish steamers in any 

rt in Eogland, and has wired to the men at 

arwich tel ing them not to discharge the vessels.

VICTORY OF THE UNION. 


At the Alexandra Dock at Newport on Tuesday 
last week, a most remarkable and unusual spectacle 
was witnessed, upwards of 2,000 workmen of all 
grades leaving work without any very lengthened 
notice, and causing an entire suspension of busine-s 
in one of the largest docks in the Bristol Channel. 
The cause assigned for this novel proceeding was 
the refusal of the captain of the steamship G. &. 
Booth, 3,600 tons, of Sunderland, to engage a 
Union crew. It appears that the vessel arrived at 
Newport from Rotterdam, where, it is alleged, the 
captain had discharged his British crew and taken 
on one composed mainly of foreigners. It is further 
stated that notic-s were posted on the steamer and 
at the shipping offics, intimating in substance 
that “no Eeglish need apply.” The reason assigned 
for this proceeding is said to have been merely one 
of economy, there having been a difference of frum 
20s. to 25s. per month in the wages received by each 
member of the crew. On the arrival of the vessel 
at Newport the local secretary of the Seamen’s and 
Firemen’s Union waited upon the captain, and 
requested him to take his crew of Union men, 
and to send back men engagedat Rotterdam. The 
captain declined. On Saturday the riggers and 
coal trimmers left the vessel, but on an undertaking 
being given them that the conditions demanded by 
the Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union should be com- 
plied with, the men returned to their work, after 
having been absent only about a couple of hours. 
It subsequently transpired, however, that the owners 
of the steamer could not endorse this action, and 
on Monday evening a mass meeting of workmen 
employed at the docks was held. At this gathering 
it was decided to give notice on the following 
morning to the dock company that unless the 
demands of the Seamen’s Union were complied with 
all work at the docks would cease. The riggers 
accordingly left work at six o’clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing, and at mid-day the coal trimmers followed their 
example, During the afternoon the whole of the other 
emvloyés at the docks left work. Even the ship- 
repairers and boiler-makers, at the request of the 
representatives of the Labourers’ and the Seamen’s 
Unjon, refu-ed to go on with their work, and out of 
sympathy with their comrades they left the vessel 
they were engaged upon In all over 2,000 men of 
various trades and callings threw up their work. 
As a result several vessels were delayed. A deputa- 
tion repreéenting the men waited upon Mr. John 
Dunn, of the Alexandra Dock Company, and 
requested that the company would give orders for 
the removal of the vessel to the bu ys, but it was 
pointed out that the company had contracted to 
load her, and until she was full to the hatchways 
they could not remove her. At about half-past 
eight, a mass meeting of the workmen of all grades 
was held, and attended by about 4,000. Mr. 
Edward Davies, chairman of the local Branch of 
the Dockers’ Union, read a telegram which had 
been received from Mr. Tom Mann, who advised the 
men not to come out on strike if such a course 
could possibly be avoided, They refused while the 
non-Unionist boat was in the dock to load any 
vessel. It was stated that in future no vessel 
having ‘‘ blacklegs” on board will be loaded at the 
port of Newport by Union men. 

The strike terminated on Wednesday in a victory 
for the men, and work at the dock was resumed. 
Shortly after the mass meeting at which it was 
decided to continue the strike as long as the 
obnoxious vessel remained under the tips, the 
leaders of the men had an interview with the dock 
officials and communicated the result of the meet- 
ingtothem. The dock authorities. who have been 
partial to the men’s views all through, then decided 
to take upon themselves the responsibility of 
removing the steamship J. @. Bvoth to the dock 
buoys, rather than the traffic of the whole dock 
should be stopped. The vessel was accordingly 
removed from the tips with about 900 tons of 
cargo and 300 tons of bunkers short. After hearing 
the decision of the dock officials the men’s leaders 
determined to recommend their mates to return to 
their work. A mass meeting of the men of all 
branches of dock work was held for the purpose of 
hearing the Company’s decision. Mr. Edward 
Davies, chairman of the local Branch of the 
Dockers’ Union, stated that the Company had 
arranged to put the vessel out to the buys where 
she will remain until the ship’s husband has 
arranged with the Union to get rid of the black- 
legs. (Loud applause.) That action had removed 
all difficulty, and the Company had also promised 
not to put the vessel under the tips again. eCheers.) 
The men having gained the victory might now 
return to work without delay. Mr. Gillman, the 





secretary of the Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union, 
thanked the men for nobly helping the cause of 
“poor Jack,” and said that they had gained a 
victory for the British seamen that day which 
would be long remembered. He advised the men 
to return to their work atone. Mr. Davies now 
called for three cheers for the Dock Company, 
saying that the Company had helpea them out of 
their difficulty. The three cheers were heartily 
given after the men had unanimously resolved to 
return to their work. After cheering their leaders 
and the Union, the men wended their way to the 
docks, which were speedily turned into a scene of 
busy industry. 

The @. R. Booth, whose coming here with foreign 
seamen on board occasioned a strike of all the work- 
men at the docks, has now taken her departure 
from the Alexandra Dock for her destination— 
Buenos Ayres. She was properly loaded and 
trimmed, and bad her Union crew on_ board. 
There was a lively scene when she entered the lock. 
Several hundreds of people had assembled, and 
there was much cheering on shore and on the 
steamer. The crew, every man of whom was sober 
and in good time, gave hearty cheers for the 
Seamen’s Union, and the trimmers and others who 
assisted in the removal of the obnoxious; foreignes 
from the Booth. Those ashore and on board joined 
in cheering for the captain, Mr. Leech, who 
throughout the difficulty bad behaved in a most 
gentlemanly manner. Captain Parsons, the ship’s 
hu-band, informed one of the Union officiels th: t 
he is highly satisfied with the crew which has saileu 
in the Booth. 

The Newport Telegraph says:—The flowing 
tide is clearly with ‘Trades Unionism. The 
victories of the system follow quickly one upon 
another, Prominent amongst these victories stand 
forth the one secured in the case of the Sunderland 
steamer G. R. Booth. She arrived here with a crew 
of underpaid foreigners, whose retention the owners 
intended to insist upon at all hazards. The 
machinery of Unionism was set in motion and 
with the object of unshipping these few foreigners 
some three thousand dockers simultaneously and 
willingly ceased work. What followed has been 
recorded in this paper. The victory was for the 
men, and this morning “ General” Booth left the 
Alexandra Deck with a Union crew, ani amid the 
enthusiastic cheers f an assembled crowd. This s 
one of the greatest victories that has been secu'ed 
by British seamen, So complete a victory, wn 
in the face of great opposition. tells of the growing 
power of local Unions and of the necessity for their 
being recognised as a force in mercantile affairs. 
The Booth affair firmly establishes Unionism in 
Newport, where in the future non-Union vessels 
will neither be discharged nor loaded, If there is 
one thing more then another which leads us to 
support a uniform rate of wages in the port it is 
the fat that many of our shipowners are ung: u'g- 
ingly paying the figure demanded by the Union. 
Would these shipowners noi be placed at a dis- 
advantage if the payment of smaller wages by 
others were tolerated? ‘this is a time of compara- 
tive prosperity, and seamen are first to make the 
best use of it. The time promises to quickly arrive 
when there will be a great dimizution in the 
number of working ships, and then they will not 
have the opportunity of eufurcivg the principles of 
true Unionism. 





ILLEGAL FisHING.—At the Folkestone Police 
Court, on July 22, Etouard Eugéne Hure*, capta n 
of the Boulogne fishing boat Sainte Maria. No. 
1,655, was charge’ with fishing within the three- 
mile limitof the English coast. The ves-el was 
captured by the Revenue cutter Argus. Captain 
Coleman stated that he found the vessel about two 
miles east of Dungeness with her trawl down. 
Prisoner in defence said the tide had drifted him 
there. He was fined £5, and the vessel was 
orcered to be detained. 


LABOUR TROUBLES AT Maryport.—A Mary 
port correspondent, writing July 22, says:—A 
serjous dispute has arisen at Maryport Dock , owing 
to the local mem»ers of the Dock Labourers’ Union 
refusing to work with non-Union men. Several 
free fights have taken place between the Union and 
non-Union men, and the master of the steamer 
Allende, belo: ging to the Messrs. Morel Bros. & Co., 
of Cardiff, which arrived at Maryport to load 4 
cargo of steel rails, has sought and obtained police 
protection for himself and the non-Union men now 
engaged loading the vessel. -The master of the 
vessel has had great difficulty in getting men to 
load, and has been to Glasgow, Greenock, and else-

It was 
the office of the people who now handled 
steamships ‘to drive them, and they did 
drive them magnificent'y, but they must 
always remember that that was not the 
care of the ship which was ineuleated by 
the knowledge of sails, and which it was 
desirable for every oficcr and every man to 
have. 





The risks altached to the insurance of

SEAMEN AND “SEAFARING.” 


THE EDITOR IN HULL. 


The editor of SEAFARING has this week been in 
Hull, where he was most hoxspitably entertained by 
Mr. Begg, treasurer -of the Hull Branch of the 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union, and his sisters, Miss 
Begy and Miss 8. Begg, all of whom gave hima 
hearty north-country welcome, an? treated him with 
much kindness. The editor’s business ia Hull was 
in connection with the National Federation of 
Fishermen, and that business having been trans- 
acted, he was invited to address an open meeting of 
seamen in Unity Hall, on Tuesday evening, on 
which occasion Mr. Bird, president of the Holl 
Brauch of the National Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union, occupied the chair, suppoted by Mr. 
Youug. secretary of the Humber cistrict, and Mr. 
Begy, Executive Councillor for the same district, 
aud treasurer of the Hul Branch of the Union. 
The chairman said they were met to welcome the 
editor of their paper SEAFARING, and to hear an 
address from him, which would ne doubt be worth 
listening to. 

Mr. Begg said he had much pleasure in intro- 
aucing to the audience the worthy editor of 
SEAFARING, Mr. Cowie. Though Mr. Cowie might 
be persoualiy a stranger to the seamen of Hu 1, bis 
paper, SEAFARING, was. known among seamen ail 
over the woild. Mr. Cowie had cone and was 
doing a nveble work, (Applause.) He had taken 
up the cause of the seamen with all his heart, and 
had proved hin seif the only editor able and w:lling 
to explain their wants aud grievances. (Applause.) 
More than that, the National Seamen’s Union, 
which was now s9 great a success, to a large exient 
owed tht success to Mr Cowie and SEAFARING. 
(Appiause.) But he was sorry to say that ail 
-eamen had not supported the paper as they ought 
to have dove in return. This was very u iwise, as 
the interests of the paper were the interests of the 
Union, and therefore the interests of 1ts members, 
(Hear, hear ) Not ovly should every member buy 
a copy of SEAFARING when ashore, but his. wife 
should take one while he,was at sea, and keep the 
old numb: rs, so that when he came back he could 
see what had teen going on while he was away, 
(Applause. ) 

‘be chairman, who referred to SEAFARING and 
its editor in most complimentary terms, then called 
on Mr. Cowie to addres the meeting. 

Mr. Cowie, who was received with applause, said 
that he had first to thank the audience fur the very 
kind reception which they had given hiny ana the 
preceding speakers for the terms in which they had 
referred to his work. But ail this kindness was so 
embarrassing, and aroused feelings so deep, that it 
was diffi.u:t for hm to express all he thought. 
He had been describ dws a journalistic pioneer— 
as one who had departed out of the beaten track 
and worked out a new idea in journalism—a journal 
for seafaring men, written by seafaring men; and, 
like must pioneers, he had received so much abu-e 
for his pains that he was more accustumed to 
censure than flattery. He did not object to that. 
They would remember the lines of Burns, the 
Scottish poet. . (Applause.)— 

“O wad some power the giftie gie us 
To see oursels as others see us, 
It wad frae many a dapg<r free us.” 
Censure was, therefore; very useful. It e. abled us 
“to see ourselves as other% see us,” which was often 
good for us. (Laughter!): But when people often 
saw you in bo flattering bght it was the wore Giffi- 
cult to reply to all the kind thiegs which had just 
b en said of him. 'lhis he could not attempt, but 
he might say that whatever success he had achieved 
in advocating the cause of the seafaring Class was 
aue to the fact that he himself had belonged to that 
class—(«ppl-use)—that he had suffered all the 
wrongs and hardships which seamen were made to 
suffer, and that he was actuated by an honest desire 
to expose and remedy their grievances as far as 
possible. (Great applause.) He had wot approached 
this work as a patronising philanthropist, who touk 
merel¥ a sentimental interest in seamen, but as a 
seaman. There were a great many philanthropists 
abuut—some of then very well-meaning and 
worthy people. But he had observed that many of 
tem, instead of seeking redress fur wrong in this 
woNd, promi-ed happiness to its victims in the 
next. (A lauzh) He did not know anything about 
the next world, never having been there—(laughter) 
—but he had feit the wrung» of this one, and he 
was co: Vinced that the best preparation for the 
next was to try to remove those wrongs, so that 
men might live as men and not as siaves. Ska- 
FARING always had been, and always would be, 
whil he was responsible for it, conducted in the 
seamén's interest and not for any sordid purpose. 
The circulation was not in all places as good 





as it might be, but on the whole it’ was 
in a hes»lthy - and particularly promising 
sta'e, which proved that many thousands” of 
persons appreciated his efforts. (Applause!) He 
had to return to London that nignt, »nd time diq 
not admit of his saying all he would liké, but’he 
must convratulate them on the ‘magnificent and 
gigantic succe-s of the Seamen’s Unicn—one of 
the greatest triumphs cf the present age—a work 
which all who had been privileged to take part in 
had reason to be proud of, and a work reflecting 
infinite credit on the seamen themselves as well as 
on the founders and leaders of the Union, What 
had this Union done? It had incr: ased-wageS by 
40 per cent. ; it had secured for seamen representa- 

tion on Local Marine Boaras, formerly filled by 
shipowners ; it had obtaine’ justice for them in many 
law cases; it had knit seamen together and made 
them respected by organised workmen ashore, 
whose help they could’ now rely upon’: it. had 
taught seamen their strength and the power of com- 

bination; it had also taught ‘them the necessity of 
haviog seamen to represent them in Parliament; 
if had got a compulsory load line fixed, thanks to 
the effurts of their’ noble president, Mr. Plimsoll. 
(Applause.) So much for the Union in general, 
4s to the Union in Hull, he had also to congratulate 
them on its progress. They would remember that 
SHAFARING had always urged that the various 
seamen’s Societies should work together, and rot 
against one another, and he was therefore specially 
peiwsed to see ‘that his views had prevailed, 

and that the North of England and the Hull 

Societies had now joined hans with the National 

Union, and were working harmoniously together, 
(Hear, hear.) Seamen had enough enemies outside 
their ranks without fighting amongst themselves, 

and he trusted that they would never again have in 
the future any such di-putes as they had had in 
the past. (Hear, hear:) Although much hat been 
done by the seamen through the Union, much more 
remained todo. They still wantei Parliamentary 
representation, more +eimen’' on Local Marine 
Boards, the removal of the preponderance of the 
shipowning element from the magisterial benches 

of the various ports, better food, letter’ treatment,’ 
and many other refirms too long to enumerateé.’- 
Mr. Wiison, their able general secretary, had tried 
to get a seat in Parliament, but had failed'as yet, 

and even if he had succeeded he would be only one 
against miny shipowners and capitalists, and 
they mu-t never rést —the required reforms 
would never be obtained—till they had not one 
but several representatives of tailors and firemen 
in Parli:ment. (Applause.) While he held that 

shipowners must not, in fature, be allowed to have 
things all their own way ‘in: Parliament, it wos’a 
mi-take to spe:k of shipowners as the 3eamen’s 
bitterest enemies. Seamen were necessary to ship- 

owners—aye, to the country generally, for, getting 
some 80 per cent. of its food from abroad, it would 
starve in a month but for seamen. But shipowners 

were also necessary to ;eamen, as seamen were to 

shipowners. The fact was, that the shipowner 
wauted to live like everybody ese, and that,’ like 
most people, he wanted to get as much as he could 

out of his employcs. Therefore, the mea must pro- 
tect themselves by combination, but: in making 
demands for increased wage*, seamen must, never 
forget to make sure, in the first place, that their 
demands were just, and such as the shipowners 
could reasonably afford to pay. Seamen must also 
teke care that their organisation was. strong, 

The best way to avoid strikes was to be prepared 

for then. To be strong was to be respected. It 

was never the strong nations that were threatened 
with war, but the weak ones ; and as with nations, 

ro with labour organisat:ons. Mr. Cowie added 
that the wisest shipowners were thore who 
paid and treated and fed their men well, as 
more could be got out of willing than unwilling 
men, Referring to the Shipmasters’ and Officers’ 
Union, he urged seamen not to regard it as an 

enemy, but as a friend, for if it became what it 
ought to be captains and mates would refuse to 

have any crews but Union men, and seamen to ship 
in any vessel whose c»sptain and officers were nut 
Unionists. Ip this way the two Unions could belp 
each other. He concluded by teferring to the 
feieration «f the Continental, and American, and 
Australian Unions with the British Union, and 
hoped that the fedeiation of the seamen of all the 
world was at hand, and resumed his seat amid 
app!ause, 

Mr. Young, secretary for the Humber District, 
moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Cowie for. his! 
spe ch, and in doing +o referred in’ complimentary _ 
‘erms to it and the services which SkAFARING had } 
renvered to the seamen, adding that in his Branch 
the sule was satisfactory, and would soon’be vastly 
increased, as the fishermen were taking up the paper.

COMBINATION TRIUMPHANT. 


At the annual meeting of the General 
Shipowners’ Society, held in London on the 
21st inst., Mr. E. H. Watts is reported to 
have said that he thought it was necessary 
for shipowners to take immediate action. 
“The men,” he said, “are at the present 
time beating us in detail; they have their 
delegates with them, who tell them what a 
grand success they are having—stopping 
this ship and that ship. If this sort of 
thing goes on, we shall be out of the race 
altogether. Shipowners ought to combine 
now; unless they do, we shall be beaten in 
detail all over the shop.” Captain Darke, 
it is reported, instanced a case which had 
recently occurred at the London Docks. 
Other speakers, we read, dwelt upon the 
extraordinary difficulties which had arisen 
with workmen and seamen, and it was 


evident that the shipowners were not 4 
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little afraid of the organised _ toilers. 
It was long ago pointed out in Sgararine 
that since the shipowners had not the fear 
of God in their hearts, we must implant the 
fear of man there, so it is with no small 
gratification that we note that seamen have 
by. combination’ succeeded in doing so 
Nor is. this the only sign of the power of 
their Union. On another page will be 
found the account of a notable victory 
at- Newport, and on other pages a 
report of the deputation which waited 
upon the First Lord of the Treasury 
in the House of Commons on Thurs- 
day Jast. One has only-to glance at 
the names of the gentlemen present to see 
the revolution that the Seamen’s Uni n has 
effected. It is but eighteen months ago 
since Mr. Wilson the founder of the Union, 
accompanied by the founder of Sra- 
FarinG; and less than half-a-dozen other 
seamen, comprised all that could’ be 
mustered in London to urge the claims of 
the seamen upon the Government, and 
lucky enough they thought themselves to 
get an M_P. to introduce them to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade. To-day, on 
the other hand, we see members of Parlia- 
ment by the dozen, including baronets, 
admirals, generals, lawyers, and even ship- 
owners, make their appearance when a 
meeting of the supporters of a Bill 
deeply affecting the interests of seamen 
is called. To describe all these gentle- 
men as supporters of the Bill might not, 
perhaps, be quite fair, though the fact tiuat 
they were present at such a gathering 
seems to indicate that they are in favour of 
the measure. Nor is this all. Considering 
that the subject has only been ventilated 
among the general public for ten days, 
Mr. W. H. Smith and the President of the 
Board of Trade said all that might have 
been expected of them—if not a great 
deal. more—at this late period of the 
Parliamentary Session, for the Govern- 
ment having had to drop its own Bills 
could hardly be expected on such short 
notice to pledge itself to carry the proposed 
measure this Session. It is something, 
however, to have so far aroused them to 
such a sense of the importance of the sub- 
ject as is indicated in the speech of the 
leader of the House of Commons and Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach. The latter gentle- 
man’s remarks are especially pleasing. He 
is apparently alive to the horrors of the 
cattle trade as at present pursued, and he 
promised not only to take steps to prevent 
overcrowding of animals, but to prohibit the 
carriage of them on deck during the 
winter, And we may take it that the Govern- 
ment will next Session seriously grapple with 
Mr. Plimsoll’s proposals to prohibit deck 
cargoes across the Atlantic in winter, to 
provide water-tight bulkheads, and the pro- 
hibition of the importation of live cattle 
from ports west of a certain longitude. 
That many a valuable life will be lost before 
such legislation takes place is certain. 
But the numbers of supporters of the 
Bill will have been so enormously in- 
creas:d before next Session, that a 
far more effectual measure will then 
be procurable thai could be _ passed 
now. This reflection may help to 
console us for the delay, but we 
cannot help adding that had there been 
practical seamen in Parliament some Bill 
of the kind would have been passed long 
ago, so the success of the Union should 
not. cause us to relax our efforts to get 
seamen into Parliament, but rather to 
redouble them. 





NAUTICAL NEWS. 





To-pay (Saturday) the Queen opens the new 
dock at Southamptou. The Corporation have voted 
£50.) for decorations. 

THE schooner Elgin, of Chicago, has been seized 
and her crew arcested on the charge of smuggling 
whi-ky into the Usited States from Canada. 

THe Corporation of the Trinity House give notice 
of alterations in the position of the Kentish Knock 
and Longsand Lightvessels, and Longsand Head 
Bell Buoy. 

Lioyp’s has completed arrangements for. the 
establishment of a Lloyd's signal station at the 
Butt of Lewis, The establishment is now in 
workiog order. 

THE disaffection amongst the sai'ors and marines 
of the British fleet has reachei an acute stage, 
There have been dozens of desertion-, including 
five from the 7yne and four from the Buzzard, 

CAPTAIN MATHIAS, one of the oldest officers in 
the service of the Dublin Royal Mail Steamship 
Company, and chief officer of the steamer Ireland, 
died somewhat suddenly at Holyhead on Saturday. 

THE mobilisation of ships at Sheerness took 
place July 22, and all the vessels will sail with'n 
three days. The mobilisation of the Portsmoath 
Division of the fleet was satisfactorily carried out. 
The fleet was ready in a few hours. 

STOKERS and engineers are much wanted in the 
Royal Navy, and ia view of the approaching 
manceuvres men have been drafted from vessels at 
Molta and elsewhere. ‘The enlistment of gas 
stokers has not proved very successful, as many of 
the men have since suffered from iliness—chietly 
pneumonia. 

Ir is stated that the United States Government 
intends to subsidise a steamshio company intending 
to convey passengers and mails to and from th» 
United States and Europ. It is feared that 
patriotism will induce the Americans to patronise 
the American line, to the exclusion of the lines now 
in existence. 

Tue Leith Dock Commission have under con- 
sideration a scheme of dock extension, involving a 
deepening of the fairway so as to aliow of larger 
tonnage entering the port, and embr icing the con- 
struction of a deep still b:sin to the north of the 
Edinburgh Dock. Newhaven is also understood to 
be inc'u ed in the scheme of improvement. 

Tux Rev. W. E. Dixon bas been appointed the 
Missions to Seamen chaplain for the shipping in 
Bristol] H-rbour and Kingroads. He will te pro- 
vided with a mission yacht and crew, as well as 
with a seamen’s church and three seamen’s 
institutes, at Bristol, Portishead, and Avonmouth, 
and with a staff of three Scripture readers. 

WITH a view to extending British trade_with 
Siberia, a syaodicate has acquir.d the steamer 
Biscaza, 683 tons, «nd she is now fitting out in the 
East India Dock for the Yene:ei River. She will 
follow on her first voyage t':e route opened up a few 
years ago by Captain Wiggins, of the Labrador, to 
whom a coucession has been made. The Biscaza 
sails under the Norwegian flag, but will prubably 
register in London. 

A SAD casualty occurred on the Shields bar July 
22, It appears thattwo salmon fishermen named 
Bootright and Arthur Smith were returning in their 
boat from fishing, when a sudden gust of wind 
caught the sai's and vapsized the boat, both men 
being thrown into the sea. Another fishing boat 
in the vicinity endeavoured to rescue them, but 
without avail, both men being drowned. The bo iy 
of Bootright was afterwards recovered. The men 
belong: d to North Shields, and were married, with 
families. 

A SUNDERLAND correspondent, writing under 
Saturday's date, says :—‘‘ Yesterday another well- 
attended meeting of Sunderland, Newcas'le, and 
Hartlepool shipowners was held at the offices of 
Messrs. Botterell & Roche, St. Thomas-street, It is 
believed tha. the question of giving notice to the 
sailors for a reduction of wages was. under con- 
sideration, ard that the meeting was called to con- 
cert the nece ‘sary measures. Shipowners who were 
seen stated that they must decline to ‘show their 
hard’ or the present.” 

DURING the passage of the ship Cochin, fron 
Glasgow to Australia, Captain Audray ha’ severa! 
of his ribs broken, whil-t two others of the crew 
had narrow escapes with their lives. The Cochin, 
b-tween 64 and 1/7 EK, encountered some very 
heavy gales from the west, with heavy cross seis. 
On one occasion the vessel shipped two seas 
in quick succession, filling the decks, Captain 
Audray, the second mate, and the man st the wheel 
were swept along and dashed on to the deck, the 
captain having some of his ribs broken. Some of 
the vessel’s bulwarks were carried. away, and the 
doors of the deck-house were burst in. 
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LONDON DISTRICT.

He thought we ought to strain 
a point to get a good one and have it ready for the 
occasion. Mr. W. Bailey thea moved that we take 
pirt in the demonstration, and that we order a 
banner to be made and have it ready to unfurl at 
the same time, and that it be p»id for when ready ; 
seconded by Mr. J. Hughes, and carried. 

Mr. Nicholson, the district secretary, writes, 
July 21,to us: The spirit of Trades Unionism is now 
pervading ail classes of toi'ers. With very few ex- 
ceptions each and every class of Jabour is having 
its trade organisation foc the sake of improving their 
conditicns, The fact has been so clearly demon- 
strated that unity is strength, that there is no 
excuse for any men p'eading ignorance of its truth. 
Iam fully persuaded that the sailors and firemen 
of this country have been the pioneers of this new 
departure in dev: loping the pr:nciples of Trades 
Unionism amongsta!l classes of unskilled workmen 
I think I am not far wrong in stiting that the 
sailors and tiremen were the fitst to be recognised 
by skilled Trades Unionists as worthy to sit on the 
sime Trades Council with them, and be considered 
Trades Unionists in every sense of the word. It 
has been asserted that Trades Councils usei 
formerly to be composed of nothing but the 
aristocracy of labour. Be that as it may, we know 
now that all barriers of class distinction are broken 
down, and that we are able to step on to the same 
platform as the most skilled trade, and advocate 
the same cause, viz., the interests of labour. Yet 
there is still existing in some quarters a feeling of 
resentment against the sailors and firemen, which, 
in my mind as a practical man, should not exist.at 
all, especially on account of what has been cone 
by the sailors and firemen for the class in question, 
viz.,. the masters and officers of the Mercantile 
Marine Service, who have good reasons to thank 
the N. A. S. and F. U. for what has been done on 
their behalf in more than twenty ports in the 
United Kingdom. I believe good practical business 
bas been done by the officials of our Union for the 
shipmasters and officers, und a great deil more 
could be done, tut I am sorry to state that «fter 
being requested by Captain Lucsock, who is the 
recognised secretary of the r Union, to e-tablish a 
Branch in Liverpoo) and «fter placing the question 
before the various Braiches in the district, our 
members unanimously agreed that I should devote 
a portion of my time to the said object, and they 
voted out of our Branch funds sufficient to get 
bills printed and circulated, announcing a pub ic 
meeting to be held for the purpose of starting a 
Branch. Yet not one in the whole port of Livei- 
pool came to the meeting because the officials of 
the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union were going to 
inaugurate the affair, supported by six of the 
leading Trades Unionists of the district, and 
heosu-e the weeting was announced to be held in 
the Malakoff Hall, which does very well for our 
meetings, and which was given free by our mem- 
bers, who have to piy for it. This goes to prove 
that a spirit ¢f bigotry and not Trades Unionism 
pervades the miuds of the shipmasters and cfficers 
of the port of Liverpool, which they will find to 
their cost if they persist in drawing such a dis- 
tinction, Surely if all other classes can stoop to 





take us by the hand and consi‘er that their prestige 
is not being lowered by so dving, it would not be so 
humiliating to them when they have not sufficient 
manly courage amongst their own ranks, to do for 
themselves whit they so earnestly de-ire should be 
done. I can assure you, Mr. Editor, that I had no 
desire to grasp the position of secretary for them in 
Liverpool. My only desire was to see them make a 
start and form a committee. and elect from ther 
number a man with a certificate for their leader. 
But perhaps it is for the best. Services rendered 
voluntarily are nct always the most acceptable, and 
I trust they will see their way clear to start such a 
Branch without our assistance, which in Liverpool, 
at any rate, seems to be an eyesore. If these lines 
should meet the eyes of any of the officials of the 
Sbipmasters’ and Officers’ Union, I hope they will 
note the facs and take the necessary steps to 
convert their fellow men of this port of Liverpool, 
and not let them be lost for want of somebody to 
advocate their cause, as it is evident they will be if 
left to their own resources. 

At the weekly meeting of tle Bootle Branch» 
held on the 22nd inst, Mr. T. Boag in the chair, 
the minutes, correspondence and the financial 
statement were passed. A claim for loss of clothes 
bv Bro. W. Standish, who was wrecked in the ss. 
Ulysses, was then put before the members, and as 
it was perfect.y fair and legal, Mr. McNulty moved 
that the member be paid; this was seconded by 
Mr. John Barry, «nd carried. Mr. Hepburn moved 
that as the Branch was in such a flourishing 
condition, the secretary be empowered to get a 
silk banner made that will be a credit to the 
Branch, #nd that it be paid for out of the Branch 
Management Fund. ‘Ih’s was secondei by Mr. 
Standish, and carried unanimously. After a few 
able remarks by Mr. Shepherd, secretiry of the 
Birkenhead Branch, on the subject of designs for 
the silk banner, Mr. McNulty moved that that 
question be left in the secretary’s hands to deal 
with. This was seconded by Mr, Standish, and 
carried. The district secretary, Mr. W. Nicholson, 
then addressed the meeting in a very able and 
efficient manner on the subject of the coming 
Trades Union Congress, to be held in Liverpool in 
September next, and on the benefits it would 
confer on all classes of labour, and he hoped that 
the firemen and sailors of this port would turn out 
in their thousands to do credit to the occasion 
and fur the honour of their Society. (Cheers.) 
The meeting then adjourned. 


CARDIFF BRANCH. 


At the usual Branch meeting, July 21, Mr. 
Chubbs was elected to the chair, avery large 
attend.ince of members being present. The secre- 
tary informed the members that he cculd not give 
them a fall financial report as yet, but they would 
shortly reccive a full statement, giving the income 
and expenditure of the Carditf Branch, also for the 
home and stores, which would show what a 
gigantic business they were engaged in at Cardiff. 
A letter was then read from the captain cf the s.s. 
North Devon, makivg complaints against some of 
our members for refusing to proceed to sea. It 
appears that the men were told that the steamer 
was to be laid up at Glasgow next voyage on her 
return from Havre, but the captain seemed to have 
no knowledge of this, but he agreed to givethe men 
a written agreement to the effect that if the vessel 
was laid up at Glasgow he would pay all expenses 
incurred, but this they refused to accept, causing 
the ship to be detained twelve hours. Our secretary 
suggested that as the vessel was also in Barry, that 
the letter be handed our Barry secretary, Mr. 
Harrison, and let him get an interview with the 
men that refused to joia. If be found that they 
were to blame, then he trusted that they would be 
dealt with by the Union, as it appears that a fair 
offer had been made by the captain. Mr. Harrison 
sid he was surprised at the conduci of the men, 
as the captain of the s.s. Merth Devon was one of 
the best sailing out of the port, carrying none but 
Union men. Complaint was then made against the 
un’er secretary of Dub in no supporting the mem- 
bers of the s.s. Lord Lansdowne in getting £5 per 
month. wur secretary wished to know what was 
the Union rate there and was informed that it was 
£4 10s. per month, therefore, Mr. Gardner ex- 
plained, that no fault whatever could be attached 
to the officials of the Dublin Branch in not 
supporting them in getting a higher rate of 
wage than the one sanctioned by the Union. 
Mr. Gardner had not the slightest doubt that the 
offici:ls of Dublin would assi-t them in maintain- 
ing the rate of wage recognised. Mr. Gardner 
continnued:—We are going through a_ very 
stra‘ghtened period, when shipowners are trying to 
reduce our wage, but they find they cannot do that 
without first consulting the members of the Sea- 
men’s aud Firemen’s Union. They talk about 
having a sliding scale, but they must understand 





that it must be based on the present scale of wage, 
and have au upward tendency to rise and not a 
downwar:i one as they would wish. Therefore “it 
is of the most vital importance that members 
should assist their officers to steer their craft 
throuzh the difficulty. They comp'ain of freizhts 
being bad, but they must not blame our seamen 
for their own reckless trading in‘time past, We 
are prepared to stand by them and see that they 
get a higher and better freight, then they would be 
able to give our men a still higher rate. Referring 
to the case of the G. R. Booth, at Newport, he said 
is was the grandest aciievement ever won in the 
annals of Trades Unionism, and should long be 
remembered. Jt fully showei the power of 
combination, and whilst we have that power in our 
hands let us use it with discretion, and:o win the 
sympathy of the public at large, which we have at 
present. There was then introduced before our 
members one of Mr. Bickley’s life-saving jackets, 
the use and benefits of the jacket being explained 
by Mr. Bickley, which could be worn instead of a 
waistcoat. After further remarks the meeting 
closed. 


GRAYS BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting, Ju'y 16, the presi- 
dent in the chair, 13 new members were admitted, 
and the half-yearly report and balance-sheet were 
approvad of. Letters were real from Bristol and 
Southampton Branches in reference to the banner 
fund, and enclosing cheques, for which the com- 
mittee return their best thanks to the above 
Branches, and trust all the other Branches that 
have had tickets will give a good account of them- 
selves, Bro. Barnes complained that there was no 
district rare of wages for runs, and thought it was 
nearly time some of the big Branches in London 
took the matter up and arranged a Union rate to 
all the principal ports: It would save a lot of dis- 
putes and give more satisfaction to all concerned. 
At present no one seemed to know what the proper 
rate was. Ships were coming down’ the river 
bound to Liverpool; some getting £3 10s , some 
£4, ani others £3 only for the run, yet all of 
them were manned by members of the Union, and 
all of them told the same yarn, “ We are getting 
the Union rate.” It was just the same way with 
ships going by the run to every other port. Good 
firemen and trimmers still wanted in Atlantic 
Transport Company’s steamers, Tilbury Dock. 


NORTH SHIELDS BRANCH. 


At the general meeting July 21, Mr. Isaac Walters 
in the chair, and Mr. Henry Carse in the: vice-chair, 
fourteen new members were added to, the list. 
Correspondence was rea%, also a telegram from 
Grangemouth Branch, inquiring about a William 
Voss, but there was no man by that name on the 
Brauch books. [Ihe minutes were passed. There 
was a very short li-t of unemployed this week, 
A discussion was carried on about how the members 
of the Union ought to see one another’s cards when 
they are in the shipping office to siga on, as this 
would assist the officials both outside and inside, 
There was also some discus-ion on the question of 
deck cargoes and bulkheads.

Mansell be thanked for his indefatigabie zeal and 
labour during the dispute. This was carried 
unanimousiy. Mr. Neilsen spoke regarding the 
dispute of the labourers at the Danish boats, and 
sait that he complimented the labourers on the 
action they had taken in part‘ally stopping the 
boats, and condemned very severely the action of 
the crews in discharging the cargoes. Mr. McClure, 
Mr. W. G. Jack-on, and other members spoke upon 
the same subject. Mr. Mansell also spoke, saying 
that several of the Danish boats hid gone to 
Grimsby, but he was glad 10 say they had not been 
discharged, owing to the Grimsby labourers stand- 
ing out. Mr. G. Purvis spoke as to a case now 
peuding respecting a member of this Branch, Mr. J. 
Skirving. Mr. Mansell said that Mr. Skirving’s 
case was not a case forthe Union. It was a private 
case and the rules of the Union did not provide for 
private case-. What Mr. Jacks, the solicitor, 
wanted was £5 to proceed with the case, and it was 
for the members to decide whether they would 
aivance £5. Mr. Summerville said that Mr. Skirving 
was a brother member, and if anything could be 
done for him it was right for members to assist 
him. Mr. Dunn asked Mr. Skirving if he could 
name the managing owner, and he replied that he 
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could not think of it. Mr. Nicholson moved, and 
Mr. Purvis seconded,and it was carried unanimously, 
that £5 be advanced to Mr. Skirving. Mr. Skirving 
said that he was much obliged to the members for 
the kindness they had shown to him and he hoped 
he would wia the case. Mr. McClure moved, Mr. 
Dunn seconded, and Mr. Summerville supported the 
motion, that Mr. Mansell have a week’s holiday ; 
carried unanimously. The election ‘of a secretary 
pro tem. was then goneinto. Mr. Nei'sen moved, 
and Mr. Purvis seconded, that Mr. Dunn be elected 
as secretary pro tem. Mr. Dunn declined, and said 
that it was rather inc-nvenient, but he would assist 
in any way possible. Mr. Dunn proposed, and Mr. 
John Wright seconded, and it was carried, that Mr. 
Nicholson be elected. The following resolution 
was carried unanimously :—* Th it we, showing and 
havi: g sympathy with the Danish seamen, express 
our surprise at the Danish seamen working their 
vessels when Jabourers and sailors were trying to 
assist them.” A man who gave the name of John 
Wilson, saying he was a member of Green’s Home 
Branch, number 2,323. and that he had been paid 
off from the s.s. Hl Dorado, and had forwarded 
some money tg his wife in London, said he had 
been robbed of the remainder. It was re olved 
that his passage be pid to London and his board 
and lodging be paid until the London boat sails, 
Mr. Dunn to see him away. A vote of thanks con- 
cluded the, meeting. 


PETERHEAD BRANCH. 


‘“‘ Long looked for come at last.’ So the members 
of the Union who are here are now to have a 
meeting, and talk over the monthly wage, and very 
likely fix Union wages. It is now over three 
months since this Branch was op ned, and more 
than the requisite number, viz., 60, have been 
enrolled. Two steamboats with Union crews have 
sailed with cargoes of herrings. The s.s, Fairway 
had a non-Union man on board, who was inclined 

sail again to Hamburg. The crew to a man 
informed him they would not tail with him until 
he joined. Force was the only remedy, and Pat 
joined here just before sailing. This stubbornness 
on the seaman’s part was a contrast to a new 
fireman who had come all the way from Deptford, 
over 500 miles by rail, to join the same vessel. No 
sooner had he been informed by his shipmates that 
they wanted a Union man, than he called and paid 
his 20s. down, and reaped the Union wage of 
£1 12s. 8d. per week. I am surprised that any 
“blacklez” would be so meanas take Union wags, 
Wages that mivht only be drawn by their umted 
efforts, The Melba, brig, of London, from Liver- 
pool for Peterhead with salt, is now in our North 
Harbour, not much the worse for being ashore at 
Rattray Head, although reported in your last 
issue as “likely to become a tvtal wreck.” 
There are seamen and seamen. I had an interview 
last week with “Jack Ashore,” who, to al! appear- 
ance, is a Union wan to the backbone; in fact, a 
man who has heard so much about the Union, and 
knows so much of its working in every other Branch, 
that he is shocked that our Branch has been 
neglected. T’jl tell yon what he says :—“ We must 
have first a flag, an office, an outdoor d+ legate who 
must have a uniform as well as the secretary. 
These odds and ends we 


must get at once.” |

But when this Billis passed and the decks are clear 
it will, he siid, be found that for every three ships 
that are now lost there will be only one then, for 
their crews will be able to do their work seaman- 
like, ard not be hampered with loaded decks, and, 
like Nelson, will have clear decks for action,a chance 
for their lives, and a probability of coming home 
after a long voyage. The secretary then read some 
rules to the room which are to be forwarded to the 
head office for approval for insertion in the rule 
book. After some discussion it was proposed and 
seconded that the rules be forwarded; carried. 
The chairman then spoke on the subject of a 
winchman’s job—which was it? a sailor’s or a 
fireman's job? After along discussion it was pro- 
posed by Bro. Phelan, and seconde by Bro. Daly, 
that for the future the winch be only taken by a fire- 
man; carried. A Brother then spoke on the subject 
of getting a rise of wages from 28s. to 30s. 4d. per 
week on board Messrs. Murphy's boats. It was 
proposed and seconded that the secretary and a 
deputation wait on Messrs. Murphy and state the 
men’s grievance; carried. The chairman then 
addressei the meeting at some length very ably, 
showing the advantages of Unionism, and that. 
every trade or calling should have a Union, and 
that every Union should federate with one another, 
as it was only through such means of strength that 
the working community could comb it successfully 
with the encroachments made on them by 
capitalists, and that strong Unions were always 
found willing to hold out the hand of fellowship to 
those who were in their infancy.

BURNTISLAND BRANCH. 

At a meeting held here on July 21, Mr. Charles 
Campbell in the chair, after the routine business 
the secretary gave a statement of the dispute at 
Methil, and he thought it would do no harm to 
show the public a true state of the affairs. In the 
first place the shipowners pay 16s 8d. per 100 tons 
for trimming coals in Methil, and the middleman 
receives 13s, 6d. The men who trim the coals get, 
well, there is nobody knows, not even themselves, 
for they never see a pay sheet to let them know 
how many tons have been shioped.. They must 
take what the middleman gives them, at least the 
old hands were treated so, and when they found 
out they were men, and not of the brute species, 
and asked for justice, they were dismissed and 
their places filled with all sorts of noodles. Asthe 
Dockers’ and the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Unions 
work hand in hand, we are bound by the ties of 
unity to assist the Methil men who were locked 
out, and to secure their reinstatement we have been 
sending crews home to all parts of Britain as fast 
as they arrive in Methil, and the captains and 
owners have had a hard struggle to get men to 
man their boats. It has been a regular pantomime 
in Methil. The Railway Company have a large 
staff of detectives all over the docks, and some of 
them are th+t ignorant, they turned the boy out of 
the docks for selling SEAFARING, saying, “She 
was selling pad pooks for ta sailor to stop work.” 
Others are told off to watch the arrival of scab 
trains, aud shunt them alongside of boats, but the 
Board of Trade put a stop tothat. Then theirnext 
move was to transfer those rakings and scrapings 
into coal waggons and shunt them down to the 
boats, and that was stopped. Move No. 3 was to 
escort a flock of rags and bones to the dock with a 
staff of well-fed and clad bobbies, to be bundled 
on board of the steam tug Sea King, to be taken to 
the Roads to man a British steamer, named the 
Rosary, of London. The dock master, a venerable 
old seaman, hid himself with shame at their 
appearance, and well he may, to think that oir 
profession shou'd be disgraced in such a manner. 
It is high time the Board of Trade were Jooking 
intu such things, instead of allowirg their officials 
to see such rubbish sign on any ship’s articles. 
Another move is to scour the coast as far as Shields 
and pick up all and sundry. But you must not 
think we are asleep all the time, We have pickets 
all over, and have done some sp'endid work. One 
pis-eid himself off as a missionary’s servant on 
Sunday with a bundle of religious tracts, and got 
inside of the dock, and on Monday we had a power 
of train and boat fares to pay. So much for Mr. 
Missionary. Then we have two pickets stationed 
at Thornton to intercept blacklegs. The railway 
companies’ officials have tried hard to put them off 
the ground, but they hold a ticket. The railway 
comp.ny havea very tall gentleman that tried on 
his hand, and took one of our men to show him a 
bye-law to that effect, but he could not find it, 
He then told him he had no more to do than hold 
up his hand and he would get ever so many to put 
him in prison. But our man very coolly told him 
he could get 100,000 to take him out, which nettled 
him a little, and as for myself, supposing I was of 
royal blood, I could not be better looked after than 
I am in Methil, and by the railway company, which 
says something for them, I being one of their old 
servants. I have some very serious charges to 
make against some of our men, but I will lay their 
cases before their Branches, and in the case of 
Thos. Adamson, No. 435, belonging to Kirkcaldy, of 
this Branch, secretaries of other Branches take 
notice that he is expelled from the Union for black- 
legging in Mcthil after receiving strike pay, and 
we earnestly hope that all members will report any 
such cases, and they will be severely dealt with, 
and tefore closing the meeting, I may also add 
that this being-the miners’ holidays, there is no 
shipping doing here, and not likely to be for a week 
to come. 


LEITH BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeti’ g on Tuesday, July 15, 
the chairman and vice-chairman being again ab<ent, 
Bro.

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pondence was read, including a lette: from the 
chairman resigning his position, and the election 
of a chairman followed. Several members were 
proposed but declined, and ultimate!y Bro, Pratt 
and Bro. Wheelaghan were proposed and agreed to. 
The secretary having reported the death of John 
Stevenson, a late member, it was sgreed that sub- 
scription sheets be printed and sent round on 
behalf of the widow and orphans. The question of 
the disbursement of money gathered on behalf of 
the widow and orphans of the late Thomas 
Notman was taken up, when it was agreed that 
Mr. Archer be asked to take charge of the 
money for distribution, and that while the 
widow is detained in the infirmary through ill- 
ness, the grandparents should receive 2s. 6d. per 
week foreach child, and when the widow is dis- 
charged the case would be reconsidered. We have 
to sincerely thank the officers, crew, and others 
who contributed to this good cause (the under- 
mentioned bteing the sums collected on the various 
sheets), but we regret to state that the captain of 
one of the undermeationed vessels put his name on 
the sheet for a smal! sum, but on seeing that it was 
the Union who were getting up the subscription, 
he erased his name and put the money in his 
pocket.

DUNDALK BRANCH. 


A specjal'y convened meeting of delegates from 
the different ports in connection with this adminis- 
trative centre was held at Dundalk on Sunday, 
July 20, to consider the appointment of an ad- 
minist:ative cummitteee representative of the 
district. Mr. Thomas Fitzzerald, president of the 
Drogheda Branch, was moved to the chair, and 
in opening the meeting said to his mind it was 
manifestiy unfair that there was not as yet a 
committee representative of the whole North-east 
Coast elected, and that it was altogether subversive 
of the principles of democratic governsnce that the 
committee of the Dunda k Branch shoul have juris- 
diction over the whole district. His idea of the 
matter was that each port should be represented 
upon what he woul icall anadministrative cumimittee 
of Dundwk and district, and that the local com- 
mittees of the different ports might exist to deal 
with local details and circumstances, but nothing 
should have force or legal acceptance until adopte: 
by a committee representative of the whule of 
the ports on the North-east Coast, It was absurd, 
he considered, that Dundalk, for instance, with 
one-third less membership than Drogheda alone, 
not to speak of Newry, should rule the roost. He 
trusted before the meeting adjourned they wuld 
see their way clear to pass a resolution which would 
in some way sugge-t a solution of this difficulty: 
He thought that ifa representative committee were 
appointed, of three delegates from each of the 
ports, to meet once a month, and to deal with 
all matters relating to the internal economy of 
the Branch, and to whom alone the secretary 
would be responsible for his acti-ns ia the 
interim, it would suffice, and satisfy all hands, 
but if matters remained as they were dis- 
satisfaction was bound to ensue. He could not 





allow this occasion to pass without bearing testi 
mony to the ability and resource displayed by their 
secretary during the late surike at Drogheda; and 
in relation to this matter he believed there was 
some carping amongst two or three of the Dundalk 
members on the matter of expenses. For his own 
part, he thought that the victory was a cheap one. 
What was ten or twe've pounds to them, when they 
had Jet the tyrants and oppressors know that they 
would ia future have to deal with a body of working 
men of various sections of industry, banded 
together to eaforce recognition of each other’s 
claims ? He was happy to say that Mr. Fitzpatrick’s 
advent in Drogheda was the dawn of a new era, 
and had he been a Jess determined or sanguine 
man, his own observations to him, on his arriva', 
must have had « distressing effect, because he had 
told him that he did not think much would be 
made of the Drogheda men, they had been asleep 
for years; but after some short acquaintance with 
their secretary, his ideas had uoderwent modifica- 
tion, and he was assured that if he had only a free 
hand, there was not a port in Ireland which would 
not, in the inside of a month, be as strongly 
organised as was Drogheda, and that was saying 
something. What had they done yesterday in 
Drogheda? They had secured a wire from the 
dock labourers of Ayr, that the captains of the 
Mouse and Mazxim, two schooners belonging to 
Drogheda, would persist in having their vessels 
loaded at that port by scabs, rather than pay 
Union rates. On their arrival at Clogher we called 
the crew out of her, and the dock labourers refused 
to take a single ounce of cargo out of either of them. 
With reference to the latter vessel named, the captain 
came to the National Seamen’s Union office, signed 
an ample apology, and guaranteed against offence 
in future. ‘he skipper of the first remains obstinate 
and his vessel tied up, deserted by everyone except 
himself and the cut. The dock labourers had stood 
to them during the strike, and now it was their place 
to stani by them, and this work of consolidation of 
the two Unions, tis welding together of two powers 
which were irresistible in Drogheda, was the direct 
work of their secretary, who he must say was re- 
garded as little short of a divivity in Drogheda. 
The following resolution was thea proposed 
by Bro. McGreen, president Dundalk Branch, 
seconded by Bro. McRice, Dundalk, *‘ihat in the 
opinion of this m eting of delegates representative 
of ports on the North-east Coast, there should be 
formed as soon as possible an adminstrative com- 
mittee to deal with the governance and whole 
internal econon.y of the district; that each port 
should elect three delegates, and that the first 
meeting be summoned for July 24; that they meet 
monthly afterwards, and thst the secretary be 
responsible aloue to this committee for his actions 
in the interim.” Carried unanimou ly,

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and under the watchful eye of the law they were put 
Oaboard. Hard times it mit-t have been fur the 
engineers, with stich a splendid c:ew of marine- 
going firemen. The vessel, we understand, proceeded 
no further than (@reenock, where a couple of 
foreigners were picked up to complete her number.

189°, so that we shall be able to meet the Ship- 
owners’ Assdciation in the month of September, 
1890, to lay before them a scale of wages which 
will be above the current rate that the bulk of my 
brother salts are receiving at the present time. If 
anything will tend to stop the grumbling, it will be 
an increase of wages, and I am certain there will 
not be one to grumble when he getsa fair re- 
muneration for his services. Although we have 
grumbled long, we have gone voyage after voyage 
only wishing that we had a Union that would only 
advocate our cause.

UNDER WATER SHIPS: 


ee 


Ia Marine Francaise considers that, with the 
development of quick-firing guns, the torpe‘to boat, 
in spite of its great speed and precision of move- 
ment, is already becoming out of date. If the 
torpedo is to be used for successful atrack it will 
have to be discharged from a vessel which is invul- 
nerable—that is to say, from a submarine torpedo 
boat. 

THE ESSENTIALS OF A SUBMARINE BOAT. 

The essentials for such a boat are that it must be 
absolutely under control and capable of sinking 
sufficiently low in the water to neutra ise any pro 
tection that may be afforded to the ship by extericr 
defences, such as torpe?o nets. At the present 
time, several types of submarine boats are being 
experimented with, e.¢.—the Nordenfelt, the Peral, 
the Gymnote, and the Goulet. The two last-named 
are French boats. As regards the Gymnote, which 
seems to be the official pet, no detsils have been 
allowed to transpire. All that is definitely known 
about her is that » he is constructed out of plates of 
sheet iron, and that she canonly keep under water 
when in actual motion, as she rises at once to the 
surface as soon as her enginesstop. Inthe absence 
of further particulars, these two facts seem suffi- 
cient to characterise hr as a failure; forin case 
of accident to the hull she would sink, and in case 
of anything going wrong with the engines she 
would be help’ess, 

THE BEST YET BUILT. 

The Goubet, on the other hand, has carried out 
her trials at Cherbourg in pub’ic, and it is therefore 
possible to analyse her performances, and to form 
an unprejudiced opinion as t» hercapabilities. The 
hull of the Gouwbet, which in generalshap>? re: embles 
a stumpy cigar 18 feet long by 5 feet broad, is made 
out of a single bronze casting, with a circular 
swelling underneath to give greater stability to the 
boat; on its upper part an ellipsoidal opening 
serves to give access to the intericr, 2nd room for 


the heads of the two men who formthe crew. This | 


opening is hermetically sealed by a cap which 
screws down from the inside. The lower part of 
the hull is arranged for water ballast, and has a 
heavy lead keel, which is detachab'e from the 


insidein case of anemergency, so that the boat can | 


come readily to the surface if anything should go 
wrong with the air-pumps or valves. The boat 
is driven by an articulated screw fixed to the end 
of the crank shaft by a special Goubet joint. This 
joint allows the screw to take up any position 
whilst revolving; and the screw serves both as 
propeller and rudder. 
HOW IT IS MANAGED, 

The motive power is furnished by an electrical 
machine, whivh is capable of driving the boat fer 
several hours at a speed of between five and six 
knots. Two oars, one projecting from each side, 
pass through water-tight collars ia the hu!l and are 
worked by the sailor who sits aft when the koat 
gets pear an enemy’s ship. When not in use 
they lie close against the hull. Two other oars, 
forward, are used for steering when the boat is 
being rowed. The torpedoes, which are detach- 
able from the insice, are carried one on each 
side. They are.provided with wires, which pay 
out on the torpedoes being let go. When suffi- 
cient wire has been paid out, to avoid risk of 
damage tothe boat by the explosion, the electric 
circuit is closed and the torpedoes explode, A 
long steel rod, fitted with a cutter, ‘s fixed to the 
front of the boat so as to cut the cables of mines, 
moorings, &c. The resistance of the hu'l is equal 
to six millions kilogrammes, and is thus amply 
sufficient to allow the boat to descend consider- 
ably over 300 feet without danger. 

HOW HER CREW BREATHE, 

By pumping out the vitiated air the air contained 
in the boat itself is sufficient to iast for two hours; 
and by utilising the oxygen stored in two tubes, 
the crew can remain under water for thirty hours 
without fatigue. From experiments already made 
it has been clearly shown that after being ten 
metres below the surface for eight hours the 
crew came out of the boat as lively and active as 
when they entered it. Communication with the 
exterior is maintained by a telephone whih passes 
through the cap; and messages, enclosed in glass 
balls, can al-o ba sent out and received through a 
pneumatic tube. Bull’s-eyes round the sides of the 
cap.enable the crew to see objects and rocks when 
under water, and an optical tube allows the pilot to 
reconnoitre and take bearings above the water line 
when the boat nears the enemy. 


HER + TABILITY, 


The most valuable characteristic of the Goubet is 
her perfect stabiiity. Whether the boat is above or 


below water it is always in equilibrium ; it ascends 





or descends veriically with great rapidity on the 
slightest modification of the water ballast, and 
fetitains also utely stationsry as soon as the ballast 
ceases to be let in or di-:cbarged. Being» in 
equilibrium, the force required for propulsion is 
very slight, and consequently, although the: boat 
weizhs some six tons, it can be manceuvred with 
ease by a single rower. If she strikes against: an 
obstacle she simply rebounds withont injuring her- 
seif. In addit‘on to using her torpedoes, she can 
be utilised for fouling the screw of a ship,:and is 
provided for the purpose with a chain having two 
buoys at the ends. When the chain is let go under 
the screw, the buoys by floating upwards tangle the 
chain in the blades of the propeller, and hopeless'y 
foul the screw when the ship gets under ‘weigh. 
The experiments carried cut at Cherbourg, accord: 
ing to the Marine Frangaise, which vouches for 
their bona fide character, have proved the Gowbet’s 
capabilities as a submarine boat: she is habitable, 
steers well under water, and can pick up and cut 
miniog c«bles and mo rings with absolute precision, 
and seems fully to come up to the essentials: laid 
down for a submarine boat, including invisibility. 


HER MODE OF ATTACK, 


Having so fully described the merits claimed. for 
the Goubet,a few words only can be devoted to 
describing her plan of attack. Asa rule the boat 
would be carried on board ship, and would only be 
dropped into the water when the hostile squadrons 
approached each other. Supyosing the boat, how- 
ever, to be sent on an independent expedition 
against an ironclad, she would run with her little 
turret just above the water until she approached 
sufficiently near to make it possible for her to be 
sighted by the enemy. Having reached the 
dangerous zone she would sink lower, so as to leave 
nothing but the end of her optical tube out of water; 
she would then be practically invisible, for the 
slight-st swell would make it next to impossible to 
see the tube. . If discovered, however, she would 
sink still lower, so that the water cushion would 
serve to preserve her invulnerability. Up to within 
about 100 yards of the enemy the propeller would 
be used, but the final approach would be made by 
rowing. When 50 yards from the ship the final 
bearings would be taken, and the boat wou!d then 
descend 13 to 16 feet below the surface of the 
water. After p'acing the torpedoes in position, 
she would reverse speed, and the electric circuit 
would be closed as soon as the wires showed she 
was beyond reach of danger.— Review of Reviews. 





—At Liverpool, on July 21, Frederick 
Wilson, third officer of the steam-hip Virginian, 
was charged with smuggling three bovtles of spirits 
and 24 lbs. of tobacco. Mr. Paxton, who prose- 
cuted, said that in consequence of the quantity of 
tobacco exceeding 20 Ibs. the magistrate could not 
deal summarily with the charge, and he asked for 
aremand, in order that the Customs authorities 
might be communicated with. ‘Lhe prisoner was 
remanded, bail being accepted, 

STABBING ON SHIPBOARD.—An ab'e seaman 
named Felix M‘Conville, was charged, at Liverpool, 
on July 21, with having, on the 3rd inst., stabbed 
Thomas B. Blair, chief officer of the British ship 
Ardandhu, whilst on a voyage from Copenhagen to 
Riga. From the statement of Mr. Marks, who 
prosecuted, it ~ oe that the day after the 
vessel left Copenhagen the mate asked the prisoner 
todo some work on deck, but he refused to do it. 
The mate insisted on his orders being carried out, 
and gave the prisoner a push. A struggle ensued, 
in the course of which the officer was stabbed in 
the left cheek with a table knife. The wound 
was not of a dangerous character, and the prose- 
cutor desired that the charge should be summarily 
dealt with. The prisoner was fined 40s. and costs 


ILLEGAL DISCHARGE OF SEAMEN.— At the New- 
port Police Court, on July 14, James Teu'ons, captain 
of the ship Harl of Granville, was charged with an 
infraction of the Merchant Shipping Act, by dis- 
charging certain members of his crew not in the 
presence of a shipping master. The steamer 
arrived at Newport from St. Nazaire on May 31, 
and defendant decided to pay off his crew. in the 
brokers’ offices, “notwithstanding that the cle k 
remonstrated with him on the illegal act. Mr. }'y 
P. Williams, who appeared to prosecute, explained 
that the gravamen of th» offence in back-door 
discharges was thatthe sailors did not get proper 
discharge characters, and were entirely lost_ sight 
of by the Reyistrar-General of Shipping. Defen- 
dant. admitted that he discharged the men in 
Messrs. Tapson’s office, but said that’ when his 
ship arrived at St. Nazaire from America. he en- 
gaged a gang of French runners to bring her round 
to Newport, and thinking that was only a coasting 
voyage, he considered it was not necessary to take 
them before a superintendent of Mercantile Mecrine, 





The Bench fined the defendant 40s, including costs, 
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“Dowyepd In-TuE ALBERT Dock. —Mr. Pearson, 
sécond etigineer of the British India Steam 
Navigation Company’s steamer Jumna, fell over- 
board in the Royal Albert Dock, and was drowned. 
THE BOAY was recovered soon after the accident, 
and-everything possible done to restore animation, 
bn® without avail.

SUSPENSION: ‘OF “A “SHIP'S ENGINEER.—The 
Bristol Marine Board, July 22, met for the trial of 
John /iFisher,.- first. engineer of the steam-hip 
Penzance,.of: Cardiff, upon charges of misconduct 
and-ineapacity-for-duty on June 5 last. While 
the ve:sel was ronuing from Naples to Newport 
the accused was drunk on board, and severely 
assaulted.the steward, He was so much uuder the 
influence of.Jiquor that it was dangerous to allow 
him to-eontinue‘in charge of the engines, and the 
captain had him sent. to his cabin and another 
engineer. placed in charge of the vessel. The 
board suspended the accused's certificate for a 
month. .

A.B~Sohn Charlesworth, A.B., Bernard Smith, 
fireman; and John Sloggie, fireman. 


Fath’ Fient ar Sra, — At County Cork 
Assizes on July 17, before Judge Gibson, Henry 
Newbold, siilor, pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
murdering John Nethrington, master of the British 
vessélA7ica; on the high seas, on April 1. From 
thevidence it. appeared that the vessel with a 
crew of‘12 all told was in the North Atlantic on the 
Gate named, homeward-bouud, when the prisoner 
and the captain had an altercation and fought with 
belaying pins. In the subsequent struggle the 
captain fell against the ship's side, and it was 
alleged that Newbold deliverately threw the 
captain overboard; the latter being drowned. The 
jury returned a verdict of Manslaughter, with a 
recommendation to‘mercy. The judge, giving effect 
ta the recommendation, said probably the original 
cause of the quarrel was the captain’s offensive 
langnage. He sentenced prisoner to 12 months’ 
hard labour. 


STEAM TRAWLERS IN SCOTLAND.—In the House 
of €omrhons Mr, Leng asked the Lord Advocate 
whether it: had been brought to his knowledge that 
not only, the nets but the whole gear was taken by 
the gunboat Watch/ul from several steam trawlers, 
which were fishing within the limits in St. Andrew’s 
Bay, on the 6th inst.; whether he would state under 
what Actof Parliament the commanders «f gun- 
boats were authorired to seize the gear, which was 
of considerable value, in addition to the nets; 
whether-he is aware that, when the cases were tried 
at the Sheriff Court in Cupar, on July 14, no copy 
of the Act ‘containing such authority could be 
produced; and wheih-r, if it was found that the 
gear was improperly seized, he wou'd cause it to be 
returned to the owners of the trawlers without delay. 
Sir H.-H: Maxweil, in reply, said: The Lord 
Advocate is. aware of the facts regarding the seizure 
of the nets a d other fishing gear belonging to the 
trawler Skylark on the recent occasion of her being 
caught fishing illegally in St. Andrew's Bay. The 
seizure of mets’ is: authorised hy the Herring 
Fishery ‘Act of :last Session. Whether or not the 
word *' net ”-includes the other apparatus to which 
the-net-is attached, and which it is necessary to 
use forthe purpose of trawling, is a question ef 
law depending upon somewhat minute facts. The 
Lord.Advocate. was informed that when the case 
was tried the right to seize the gear was not 
questioned, .and.thatthe fact of its being seized 
Was successfully pleaded in mitigation of sentence, 
the accused having tendered a plea of guilty. It 
is @ question for a court of l«-w to decide whether 
the seizure was illegal, and he had no doubt that if 
a court held that it was illegal the owners of the 
nete-would ‘recover their property,

SMUGGLING.—At-. the Greenwich Police Court 
William Agate, 40, chief cteward on board the 
steamship  @rez stoke, lying in the Commercial 
Dock, - Rothe-hithe, was charged with having 
concealed on board the ship 27 Ib. of foreign 
manufactured tobseco, liable to seizure by the 
Customs authorities. ‘lhe prisoner pleaded gui'ty, 
and he was fined £17 1 s. or six weeks’ imprison- 
ment.—At the Liverpool Police Court Robert 
Rosanke, a steerage pzssenger on board the 
Majestic, was charged with smuggling 141b. of 
tob.cco. He was ordered to pay 9s. 3d., single 
value and duty. Iric Ericson, another steerage 
passenger on the same vessel, for smuggling 104 |b 
of tobacco, was ordered to pay £3 &s. 3d., being 
the amount of the single value and duty, 

GROWTH OF THE TRAWLING INDUSTRY.—Sp2ak- 
ing at a Tancheon that followed the launch of two 
ffawlers in Aberdeen, Mr. William Pyper, of Hill- 
head, said that trawling had grown more rapidly 
than any industry in the city. It was nearly eight 
years since the first traw er was brought to Aber- 
deen, and in that year the value of the fish brought 
into the port by the line fishermen and the one 
trawler was less than £10,000 The quantity 
brought into the port by trawlers during the first 
six months of 1889 was 58,257 cwt., and the value 
£38,990; and during the first six months of this 
year the quantity had been 76,044 cwt, and the 
value £59,774—an increase of £20,(00—twice as 
much as the value of the whole fishing eight years 
ago. The quantity landed by line fishermen had 
also increased, despite their outcry against the 
trawlers. In 1888 the value of the fish they landed 
was £22,523; in 1489, £31,976—an increase of 
upwards of 40 per cent.
